Our Worthy Lecturer's chair is vacuut, 


and wo to-day meet to tender words of 
sympathy anil condolence to his bereaved 
family. K. 1. Powell was burn in Brook- 
lyn,N". i'., Oct. 8,181'J, aud dieutitbishoiiK: 
m Fulton, Rook county, Wisconsin. Aiifc'. 
20. 1882. Hia father difd when he was 
live yeui's old, and when he was seven 
years oE ace he and his mother moved to 
Stubeu Co., N. IL., where he remained un- 
til ho was nineteen. Ho then went to the 
village of Avoca, Stubeu Co.. and taught 
the village school two years, which wan 
composed of about eighty scholars. lu 
the fall of 1H4'2, beiug U3 years of age, bu 
started for Wisconsin, coming around 
tho lakes, and landed at Milwaukee, and 
from there he went to Hilton,. Bock Co. 
He met upon the road one o£ the old 
pioneers, JosephGoodiich, and enquired 
of him for the clerk of. the school district, 
aud wua informed that he was tho man. 
He then told him in his honest, free and 
frank way who ho was aud where from, 
and applied for the school. During the 
conversation Mr. Goodrich stepped up to 
him, raised hia bat and looked at his fore- 
head and said, "I guess you will do, come 
witn me and I will introduce you to 
tho director of the school, N. G. Stores." 
In tho introduction ho said, "I think he 
will suit you Mr. Stores Cor ho belongs to 
tho surae church you do, the Congrega- 
tional." They hired him to teach tho 
school that winter and ho wos successful 
as n teacher. In the spring of 1S43, he 
'made the selection of a home and hired a 
mule oE Joseph Goodrich, to rido to Mil- 
waukee, to enter his laud. Ho started 


- from Milton at 3 o'clock p. m., and rode 
until lato in the evening, and seeing a 
lip lit in a shanty, asked permission to re- 
main over night. After making a great 
.many excuses tho aged couple permitted 
him to remain. After retiring, although 
very tired, he could not sleep, having the 
the money with him to purchase his farm 
worried him very much, as the host and 
hostess remained up and conversed very 
low.

Ho has been honored with some 
important ollices, such as tho different 
town offices, one of the County Board, 
and in 1871 ho well nnd ably represented 
his district in tho Assembly. lie was fore- 
most in all tho good aud laudiblo enter- 
prises in his town; among them was the 
organizing of Fulton Grange in the sum- 
mer oC 1873, ut his luiuss. 
As lecturer 


of tho Pomona Grauge, ho was, when 
health permitted, always at his post giv- 
ing us words of cheer and counsel, and 
urging us on to victory.
